COTTON QUALITY - UNITED STATES 
2007 Crop 


Color. The predominant color of Upland cotton classed from the 2007 crop was color 41, accounting for 27 percent 
of classings, according to the USDA, Agricultural Marketing Service, Cotton Program. Color 31 was the predominant 
color grade in 2006 and made up 40 percent of Classings. Color grades 11 and 21 combined made up 36 percent of 
the 2007 classings, up from 19 percent in 2006. In the white color grades, color 41 and better made up 83 percent 
of classings, down from 93 percent in 2006. All white color grades accounted for 87 percent of the 2007 crop, down 
from 95 percent in 2006. Light Spotted color grades comprised 11 percent of classings, up from 5 percent in 2006. 
Spotted color grades made up almost 2 percent of Classings this season, up from less than 1 percent a year earlier, 
Tinged, Yellow Stained and Below grades accounted for less than 1 percent of classings this season, about the 
same as last year. 


Leaf. The predominant leaf grade of Upland cotton classed from the 2007 crop was leaf grade 3, accounting for 39 
percent of Upland classings. Leaf grade 3 was also the predominant leaf grade a year earlier, making up 55 percent 
of classings. Leaf grade 4 comprised the next highest percentage from the 2007 crop at 28 percent against 32 
percent a year ago. Leaf grades 1-2 made up 24 percent of classings of the 2007 crop, compared with 8 percent in 
2006. Leaf grades 5-7 made up about 9 percent of classings, compared to 3 percent last year. 


Staple. The average staple length of Upland cotton classed from the 2007 crop was 35.3 thirty-seconds of an inch, 
up slightly from 35.2 a year ago. The predominant staple length was 35, just over 24 percent of classings. Staple 35 
was the predominant length last year and accounted for 26 percent of Classings. Staples 31 and shorter comprised 
about 1 percent of classings this season, the same as last year. Staples 32 and 33, at 12 percent, were the same as 
last year. Staple 34 made up 18 percent of the crop, unchanged from last year. Staples 36 and longer accounted 
for 45 percent of classings, up from 43 percent the previous year. 


Mike. The average mike of Upland cotton classed from the 2007 crop was 4.3, down slightly from 4.4 last year. 
Cotton with mike 3.4 and lower made up just over 5 percent of classings, down from 8 percent in 2006. Cotton 
miking 3.5 through 4.9 comprised 87 percent of the classings this season, up from 79 percent a year ago. Cotton 
with mike 5.0 and higher made up 7 percent of the classings, down from 13 percent in 2006. 


Strength. The average fiber strength of Upland cotton classed from the 2007 crop was 29.2 grams per tex, the same 
as in 2006. Strengths in the 22 grams per tex and lower range accounted for less than 1 percent of classings, the 
same as the last five years. Strengths in the 23 to 25 range accounted for 3 percent, the same as last year. Cotton 
with strengths of 26 to 29 grams per tex accounted for 52 percent of classings, down from 55 percent in 2006. 
Strengths in the 30 and higher range comprised 44 percent of classings, up from 42 percent a year ago. 


American Pima. Color grades 1 and 2 made up 95 percent of classings from the 2007 crop, up from 85 percent in 
2006. Color grade 2 was the predominant color grade in 2007, accounting for 53 percent of the classings. Color 
grades 3 and lower comprised 5 percent of 2007 classings. Leaf grades 1 and 2 accounted respectively for 39 
percent and 54 percent of the 2007 classings. The average staple length was 46.8 thirty-seconds of an inch, as 
compared to 47.8 last year. Staple 46 was the predominant length, comprising 49 percent of classings this season. 
Staple 48 was the predominant staple length in 2006. Average mike was 4.1 and was up from 4.0 last year, 
Average fiber strength was 40.6 grams per tex, up from 40.1 last year, 





Ginnings of 2007-crop cotton in the United States totaled 18,713,150 running bales, according to the Cotton 
Ginnings 2007 Summary report released on May 9, 2007 by the Agricultural Statistics Board, National Agricultural 
Statistics Service, USDA. This total includes 17,889,900 bales of Upland and 823,250 bales of American Pima 
cotton. The number of active cotton gins for crop year 2007 was 806 compared with 835 in 2006. Classings at 
AMS, Cotton Program Offices totaled 17,925,150 Upland samples and 822,722 American Pima samples through
